Washington, D. C., March 12.—Copies 
of a manifesto submitted to the Aus- 
trian reichsrath by Dr. Anton Koro- 
shetz, signed by thirty-five Jugo-Slav 
deputies, demanding immediate peace 
on the basis of the right of peoples to 
self-determination and the creation of 
an independent Jugo-Slav state, were 
made public here tonight by the of- 
ficial Serbian press bureau. 

The document, suppressed in Aus- 
tria, is said to have been brought to 
Washington by “indirect means.” I: 
opens with a protest against the re- 
fusal of the government to permit rep- 
resentatives of the oppressed nationali- 
ties of the dual monarchy to partici- 
pate in the Brest-Litovsk peace con- 
ferences and a denunciation of the per- 
secution of Jugo-Slavs, who are de- 
clared to have been slain by tens of 
thousands without provocation.

KAISER SOUGHT | 
ROUMANIA-RUSS- 
CONFLICT IN 1914 


LONDON, Monday, March 11.—Ac- 
cording to diplomatic documents print- 
ed in Russian papers, Austria and Ger- 
many as early as Aug. 3, 1914, demand- 
ed that Roumania should declare war 
on Russia, guaranteeing her against at- 
tack by Bulgaria and offering her Bess- 
arabia and the Timok valley. 

Learning of this, Sergius Sazonoff 
(then Russian foreign minister) sug- 
gested that Roumania should observe a 
benevolent neutrality and in return of- 
fered her those portions of Austro- 
German territory with Roumanian pop- 
ulations, which she could occupy when 
she thought fit. 

Finally in December, 1914, the Rou- 
manian premier, J. C. Bratiano, decided 
to intervene actively in conjunction 
with the entente. He was, however, 
obliged to defer action owing to the 
unpreparedness of the Roumanian 
army and the difficulties attending a 
campaign.

President Wilson's message to the Russian con- 
gress of soviets, pledging American help for a free 
Russia, will permit American observers of Ameri- 
can policies to construe it according to their indi- 
vidual ideas of what their government is trying to

A statésman dealing with realities for the benefit 
of his own country might wish to use against Ger- 
many anything he could find to the east of it. If he 
sould only find Hottentots and if they had a war 
against Germany he might encourage them. What- 
ever diversion they created would be of advantage | 
to his country. 

| What he would seek to avoid would be a condi- 

n on this German frontier which not only would 
offer no trouble to Germany but which would help 
her. Whatever disturbance he could create there 
he would create. Whatever obstacles he could place 
in the way of German use of Russian materials 
and resources he would put there. | 

If he could create or stiffen resistance to Ger- 
many he would do so. If it was not much resist- 
ence he would regret that it was little; if it was 
@ great deal he would be glad that it was imposing. 
Whatever help he could get for his country he 
would get. 

Even in such a case he might have to.consider 
the possible price he would or might have to pay 
for such assistance, but if he were dealing prac- 
tically with realities solely in the interest of his 
country he would encourage forces which could be 
used against the enemy of his country. 

These utilitarian considerations are involved in 
the relations of the American government to the 
Russian. Mr. Wilson, happily, has never made 
the mistake. of being petulant or condemnatory in 


imebriety of the revolutionists, the imposition of 
their social revolution and their proletarian gov- 
ernment upon the back of the conservatives at the 
moment when sobriety of thought might hive 
saved Russia as an effective force against Germany 
these disappointments and provocations got sour 
eech and hostile action from both British and 
French, but Mr. Wilson's genuine sympathy for

The decks are clear in Wisconsin for a clean cut 
fight on the loyalty issue. Francis E. McGovern, 
former governor of the state and fighting pro- 
gressive, has withdrawn in favor of Congressman 
‘Lenroot, to whom he will give his active support. 

Mr. McGovern has done a conspi¢uous act of 
patriotism. He gave as grounds for withdrawal 
the fact that the indictment of Victor Berger has 
removed the Socialist leaders as a practical possi- 
bility and that as a consequence the Socialist and 
anti-war vote would now be thrown to the La 
Follette candidate, Thompson. In such circum- 
stances Mr. McGovern refused to be responsible 
for dividing the loyalist vote, and therefore unself- 
ishly drew out and proposes to help Mr. Lenroot 
win for the honor of Wisconsin. 

We think Mr. McGawvern's step will be appre- 
ciated not only in his state but throughout the 
country. This is no time for division among loyal 
Americans. There is enough pacifism, Bolshevism, 
and covert disloyalty in the country to tempt some 
politicians, and the people owe it to themselves to 
rebuke it sternly wherever and whenever they are 
given the opportunity. 

The case of Wisconsin is, however, exceptional. 
Wisconsin is known as a state having a population 
containing a large Germanic strain, to say nothing 
of the Scandinavians, who have been suspected of 
pro-German sympathies. Perhaps Wisconsin more 
than any other state is thought of as representa- 
tive of German-Americanism, which, by the way, 
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icanism, for there is no American commonwealth 
which stands higher for civic intelligence. But 
besides the doubts roused by the fact of Wisconsin’s 


has focused the attention of the nation upon her 
and emphasized the fear of the loyalty of the peo- 
ple.

For our- 
selves, we have no doubt. The heart of Wisconsin 
is sound to the core, and so is Wisconsin's brain. 
Whatever opinions and sympathies among her citi- 
zens may have been before the war, there was no 
Wavering when the die was cast. There have been 
and there are men who have failed the test, but 
they cannot speak for Wisconsin to the world. 
That we are certain will be proved again in the 
coming test, and proved beyond any question.

“Civilization and Climate,” the 
statement is made that the best en- 
Mate in the United States is that 
east of the Rocky mountains and north 
of the thirty-eighth parallel. The thirty- 
eighth parallel does not run far from a 
line through Richmond, Louisville, St. 
Louis, Pueblo, and San Francisco. In 
this area there are about 1,100,000 square 
infles occupied by between 60,000,000 and 
70,000,000 people. This is a vast area 
and the olimates found within it are 
many. 

For many persons the climate of Wash- 
ington, Oregon, and northern Calffornia 
Ie best. g 

In a fecent lecture Dr. Trudy King of 
New Zealand said that the climate of 
the Pacific slope, from Vancouver to San 
Francisco, was much the same as that 
tof New Zealand and that that climate 
is probably the best in the world for 
the welfare of babies.

crippled son, Walter, was a pathetic 
incident of the German air raid on 

London. They died under the wreck-

An English maid, Annie Coxall, by 

a remarkable display of courage, saved 

the life of Mrs. Ford’s mother, Mrs. 

Brown, 86 years old, although the aged 

woman was quite seriously injured. 

The king and queen sought aut Miss 

Coxall at the scene of the explosion 

Saturday and expressed their warm ad- 

miration for her heroic behavior. 

Mrs. Ford and her son were in bed 


at the time of the raid in adjoining 


rooms on the second floor of a four 
‘story house in a long block of substan- 
tial brick structures. A bomb appears 
to have hit the roof close to the par- 
tition wall dividing the Ford house 
from the adjoining building. It shat- 
tered the roof and upper floors, which 


wall, 


The heavy beams and brick wall fell 
through the building, enveloping the 
chambers occupied by Mrs. Ford and 
her son. They were thus imprisoned 
for several minutes before the second 
floor collapsed under the weight of the 
wreckage, carrying them to the first 
floor, and then, after another pause, to 
the basement.
